‘Incredible as it may seem, writes the Times correspondent, these 
unhappy Germans are marched straight to death almost shoulder to shoulder, 
The Napoleonic tactics of the sudden application of 6verwhelming masses of 
men fo achieve a desired victory or reach a certain objective point seems to 
have inspired the German Generals. Apparently they hoped to satisfy the 
greed of the guns in the fort by a holocaust of victims. 

The result of this policy, he says, was a terrific slaughter among the 
closely knit ranks of the Germans. 

When the mighty fusillades of the Belgians began, ‘avenues were 
opened up in the German ranks,’’ writes the correspondent. Masses of the 
dead began to accumulate in the green stretches that lay before the forts. 
Quoting a wounded Belgian soldier, the corresponde.; says: It was death 
in haystacks.’’ But still the Germans pressed forward. Detachment after 
detachment was hurled against the fortifications, only to recoil broken and 
scattered from the fearful fusillades. 

Yet still they came, more and still more of them, cattle ruthlessly 


driven to the slaughter as though on a time-table schedule. Seemingly no - 
provision had been made for any change of plans in the event of a check to 


the German advance. 

Certainly, the Belgians suffered heavily, says this correspondent, but 
such injury as the Germans inflicted upon the enemy was only at a trighttul 
sacrifice to their own numbers.

When our men charged, many of the Germans turned and hundreds of 
them were struck with lances and bayonets in the back as they ran.

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Only French Language Can 
Be Used on Paris Phones 


PARIS, Via London, Aug. 11. 

ARTIAL law is being more 
rigorously enforced in this 
city daily.

Colville Barclay, Charge of 
the British Embassy, today presented to 
Secretary Bryan the following memor- 
andum:

But 
before so, they think it right to issue 
this warning, in order that merchant 
ships under neutral flags trading with 
North Sea ports should turn back be- 
fore entering the area of such excep- 
tional danger.“

LONDON, Aug. 11.—Owing to the

If the Germans had succeeded in estab- 
lishing themselves on the Meuse and had 
defeated the Belgian army decisively in 


the field before the arrival of the French 
troops, they might have deployed upon 
the line of Brussels, Namur and Dinant. 

Then, making their way through the 
gap of Chimay into France, they could 
have fallen upon the French troops be 
fore the mobilization and concentration 
of the French had been completed. 

Then they could have given a hand to 
the aid of the German army, which js 
apparently concentrating on the Moselle 
at Luxemburg, Thionville and Metz. 
This army plans to invade France 
through the gap between Verdun ani 
Longwy. 

Gap Must Have Been Closed. 

If all this was the original plan of 
the German General Staff, as seems 
most probable, it is no longer possible 
to carry it out until after a pitched bat- 
tle for the mastery of the Meuse and 
Sambre valley has been fought. The 
gap of Chimany must have been closed 
some days ago by the French army 
and by this time the French must have 
forestalled the Germans at Namur. 

A great chance is now open to the 
French commander if he can so manue- 
ver as to join hands with the Belgian 
army in the field, which is now concen- 
trated at Louvaine. He then can force 
the Germans to fight with their faces 
toward the North Sea and their backs 
toward the Ardennes. 

If the Germans are beaten in such a 
battle they must bow to utter defeat, 
for they will be driven from their lines 
of communication with the Rhine into 
rugged country between the Meuse and 
the Duchy of Luxemburg.

THEIR RELEASE EXPECTED 


Other Americans Reported Des- 
titute Are Being Cared for in 
Rapid Manner. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11-—There are 
many reports about Americans being de- 
tained in foreign countries, but the one 
serious complication over the presence 
of Americans in Europe at this time is 
at Nuremberg, Germany, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Archer M. Huntington of New 
York are detained as spies. 

They will be released, Mr. Bryan as- 
serts, as soon as the Germans get the 
facts. He made no demand for their 


release, but he has asked Ambassados 
Gerard at Berlin to take the matter ur 
with Germany, and as communicatior 
between this country and Berlin is un- 
satisfactory, has requested Ambassador 
Herrick at Paris to take the Hunting 
tons’ case by way of Rome. 

Mr. Bryan was informed by Mr. Her- 
rick that the Huntingtons are not in 
prison but are detained at the Grand 
Hotel in Nuremberg. 

The fact that Mr. Huntington was well 
supplied with maps and other informa- 
tion about Germany caused his arrest. 
His friends at the National Geographic 
Society do not believe he has done any- 
thing that warrants detention longer 
than until the truth is known. They 
have so informed the State Department. 


No News From Germany. 


No news is being received from Ger- 
many. Censorship over the cables from 
Germany is so strict, Chancellor Edler 
of the German embassy said, that the 
embassy officials here and at Newport 
have been entirely cut off from the 
Berlin Foreign Ministry. Charge von 
Haimhausen, who is at Newport, said 
over the long-distance telephone that 
no message had been received there, 

Mr. Bryan expects that the Americans 
in Germany will be permitted to move 
out within a day or two, as the mobill- 
zation seems to be about finished. 

Outside of the Huntington complica- 
tion there is no controversy over Amer- 
ican citizens between the Washington 
Government and any of the warring 
nations. 

Secretary Bryan announces that the 
situation in Great Britain is clearing up 
all the time. Persons in financial dis- 
tress are being relieved. Americans in 
France seem to be in better condition 
than those in any other country, due to 
the fact that French undertook to adjust 
matters early after the confusion re- 
sulting from the breaking out of hos- 
tilities. 

Switzerland, where there are about 8000 
tourists, reports the largest number in 
financial distress, and they were being 
relieved today from New York, where 
the State Department made a deposit 
of $50,000 in the Swiss bank to be cabled 
to Minister Stovall ai Berne. 

Secretary Garrison’s Report. 

Secretary of War Garrison, the head 
of the Government Board of Relief, said 
today: 

„„I am very much gratified to see by 
the newspaper dispatches and our ad- 
vices that those of our citizens who hap- 
pened to be abroad when the war broke 
out are now calm and unafraid of harm. 
We are gradually getting in touch with 
them. There seems to be about 30,000 
who want to come home. 

“It looks now as if they can be han- 
dled by established over-sea steamship 
lines and brought over at the regular 
passenger rates. 

„All our information abroad is of the 
same general character. We are told 
by persons or the press of destitution, 
but when we run it down we fail to 
find a great amount of it anywhere. A 
few cases where Americans were caught 
in isolated places caused some trouble. 
Our messages indicate that the per- 
sons most in noed of attention were in 
Switzerland and we have been informed 
today that the Americans in that coun- 
try are going to England through 
France.“

Importance of Colmar. 


The strategical importance of Col- 
mar, the political capital of Alsace, lies 
ir. the fact that it is the junction of 
railways going north to Strassburg and 
east to Freiburg and Donaueschingen. 

The German General Staff always has 
set great strategical value upon this 
latter line as being the highway into 
Alsace for their Austrian allies. 

As a protection against the French in- 
vasion of Bavaria by this route, the 
Germans have preserved and strength- 
ened the old Vauvan fort of Neu Brel- 
sach, which lies between the III and the 
Rhine, about two miles from the latter 
river. Neu Breisach guards the main de- 
file through Freiburg and the Black 
Forest into the valley of the upper Dan- 
ube. 

It is not possible to say at present 
what intentions the French have in their 
invasion of Alsace or whether circum- 
stances will permit their carrying the 
war into Bavaria, but the news, meager 
as it is, seems to point to their determi- 
nation te do so. 

If they can fall upon the Austrian col- 
umns coming through Freiburg before 
the concentration of the latter is com- 
plete the position of the Austrians will 
not be an enviabie one.

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IN WAR ZONE GROWS BETTE 


ALS ACE, A WAR-SCARRED 
LAND WITH MANY RUINS, 


IS HOME OF THE STORK 


Birds Never Forsake Province, Though Chimneys 


That Support Their Nests Are Battered 
Down by Bombardments. 


The line of the present French advance 
into Southern Germany is through a 
war-scarred, war-ravaged part of Cen- 
tral Europe. In every mile of their 


march the French are in sight of a hill- 
top crowned by a castle that once com- 
manded a strategic point, but that in 
frontier wars waged by French, Ger- 
man, Austrian or Swiss was fought over, 
burned and destroved until today only a 
pile of ruins marks the spot where it 
stood. 

Alt Breisach, which Hes on their right 
on the march to Colmar and which tops 
a great Dasaltic rock that rises 260 feet 
from the Rhine, was formerly the key to 
Southern Germany and to the land 
which these troops are trying to con- 
quer. Their forefathers destroyed it in 
the last century and new delimitations 
of territory and modern means of de- 
fense relegated this famous old fortress 
to the scrap heap and Neu Breisach, 
Muelhausen, Colmar and Belfort, which 
it once protected, have now become mil- 
itary centers and points of strategic im- 
portance. 

In their advance they passed through 
two valleys. They went from Belfort 
through the valley of a small tributary 
of the Savoureuse in the protection of 
their own outer defense, and then cross- 
ing into Germany. followed a tributary 
of the III to Altkirch, from there they 
passed northward along the Valley of 
the Ill. The little villages along the way 
had all suffered much as had the old de- 
fenses. Most of them at some time in 
their history had been the scenes of bit- 
terly contested battles and had been so 
often rebuilt that few of them stand on 
their original sites. 

Bullt on a Single Street. 

They are generally bullt along a single 
street in a straggling line of houses 
with white plastered walls and exposed 
wooden cross beams, with one or two 
‘larger stone buildings that are the store 
house and wine press. The wooden 
structures go up first in the flames 
kindled by the torch of the invader or 
the fire of the artillery and the stone 
buildings remain standing riddled with 
bullets that future generations show 
with pride as the town’s battle scars. 
But the soil of the valleys is rich and 
productive and the people always re- 
turn when the storm passes. So do the 
storks, for though the chimneys that 
support their nests are battered down, 
they never desert this part of Alsace. 

Altkirch, which the French captured 
after severe fighting, is the largest of 
the towns on their march to Muelhau- 
sen. It is picturesquely situated, and 
in times of peace tourists who go off 
the beaten path enjoy from the tower 
of its little old town building a fine 
view down the hill slope and over the 
valley. They can see, too, a collection 
of medieval relics that the Count of 
Pfirt has on view and then buy a few 
specimens of the pottery for which 
Altkirch is renowned. It seems easy of 
defense and the Germans had a line 
of small forts covering the eastern ap- 
proach. They had not maintained, how- 
ever, much of a garrison at this point, 
depending principally upon troops from 
Muelhausen, which was only 10% milés 
away, to repel invasion. 


Seat of Government. 
Muelhausen is the most important 


town of upper Alsace, for not only is it 
the seat of government for the district 
but it is one of the great manufacturing 
points of southern Germany and a rail- 
road center of great value both com- 
mercially and strategically. Its leading 


| 


goods, which was begun here as far 
rack as the middle of the eighteenth 
century. Muelhausen has for years been 
a good market for American raw cot- 
ion. Besides its cotton mills the town 
is also a great manufacturing place for 
chemicals and in recent years it has de- 
veloped into one of the most important 
points in the empire for the manufac- 
ture of locomotives and railway cars. 

Muelhausen’s principal railway is the 
line from Strassburg, over which much 
of the heavy traffic, both passenger and 
freight, is carried from that city to the 
south into Switzerland and Italy. This 
road forms part of the great German 
system on the west bank of the Rhine. 
The line clings to the western side of 
the Ill Valley, coming close to the foot- 
hills of the Vosges Mountains from 
Colmar south. But there is a subsidiary 
line from Colmar along the bank of the 
Ill that supplies transportation to the 
smaller places here and also passes by 
a line of smaller defenses that line the 
river bank. 

At Muelhausen the line bifurcates. one 
road going to Basel, the other crossing 
the French frontier and passing through 
Belfort into southern France. Besides 
this trunk line there are two small 
lines that run to Krith and Katzen, at 
the heads of valleys in the Vosges, 
near the French frontier, and a spur 
of the Baden railroad—the main line on 
the east bank of the Rhine—from Muell- 
heim, which crosses the Rhine at Neu- 
enburg. 

Of Value to Germany. 

The strategic value of theses roads lies 
in the fact that by them relief can be 
hurried to this part of Alsace on both 
sides of the Rhine; troops can be sent 
ta the defense of the French frontier at 
three points and to the protection of 
Rhine bridges at Neuenburg and Alt 
Breisach. 

The character of fortifications at Muel- 
hausen has been preserved as one of the 
secrets of the German army. The French 
works were all dismantled and in their 
place was substituted a line of defenses 
as formulated by German military en- 
Sineers. There are forts at Dormach, 
utterbach, Illzach, Habstein and Bruns- 
tal, which form a ring around the town. 
and behind these in the Hardtwald, to 
the west, along the course of the III to 
the north. South and at Sennheim, on 
the west, are a second ring of defenses. 

Colmar Less Important. 

Colmar lies 17 miles to the north of 
Muelhausen in the III valley. It is the 
capital of Upper Alsace, but it has 
neither as large a population nor so high 
a rank either as a commercial or manu- 
facturing town. It lies much nearer the 
foothills of the Vosges than Muel- 
hausen does, and is thus more under 
the protection of the greater line of 
defenses that were constructed as a pro- 
tection of the valley from French ad- 
vance through the valleys and passes of 
the Alsatian Mountains. Colmar, besides 
the main trunk line from Strasburg to 
Rasel, has a road running up one of the 
Alsatian valleys to Muenster and from 
there to within a few miles of the 
French border. It has, too, a line west- 
wurd, which passes through the import- 
ant strategic point of Neu Breisach, 
crosses the Rhine at Alt Breisach, and 
from there, skirting the Kaiserstuhl. 
jcins the main Baden line at Freiburg 
and Rugel. 

Colmar’s fortifications, except on the 
mountainside, have never been consid- 
ered important. Its capture would stil! 
leave Neu Breisach as the chief protec- 
tion of this part of the valley and of 
the bridge over the Rhine beneath the

FRONT; MEXICAN 
EVACUATION nALTS 


Secretary of War Issues 
Statement Declaring “We 
Will Fight Until the Last 
Man Dies,” Before Uncon- 
ditional Surrender of City 
Will Be Made. 


SPECIAL TRAIN 
AWAITS CARBAJAL 


President Declares He Is Not 
Ready to Resign When 
Congress Demands That 
He Make His Intentions 
Known. 


SAN LUIS POTOSI, Mexico, Aug. UU. 

Surrender of Mexico City was formally 
demanded of President Carbajal Sunday 
by Gen. Obregon, who with a large force 
occupied a position at El Salto, 50 miles 
from the capital. This was announced 
yesterday. Obregon requested that for- 
eigners be notified to move from the 
danger zone. 
No reply had been received at the time 
Gen. Obregon filed his dispatch yester- 
day to Constitutionalist headquarters 
here. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 11—With the 
crisis at hand in connection with the 
transfer of the Gevernmert here, both 
the Federats and the Conatitutionalists 


are changing front corstantly and no 
one can predict what the outcome of 
the political situation will be. 
Although Secretary of War Velasco 
announced yesterday that the Federals 
would evacuate the capital, and one 
brigade of soldiers is reported to have 
left for Pueblo, Velasco, te last night, 
declared, “We will fight until the last 
man dies before we will evacuate un- 
conditionally.”’ 
It is stated unofficially that this new 
attitude of the Government was due to 
a telegram from Fresident Carbajal’s 
representative in Washington. What the 
dispatch contained could not be learned. 
A joint committee of Congress, which 
called on President Carbajal to question 
him ag, to his intentions, was informed 
that the President had no intention of 
resigning at this time, and that Con- 
gress should adjourn until today or to- 
morrow, as important advices from the 
Constitutionalists were expected which 
might bring a solution of the situation 
without the evacuation of the city. 
A special train was being held at the 
Buena Vista station last evening, pre- 
sumably awaiting the departure from 
the capital of Carbajal if he should de- 
cide definitely to leave. 


Banks to Be Closed. 
At a meeting of the clearing house 
here late last night it was decided that 
no bank, foreign or national, should 
open its doors today, because of the un- 
certainty of the political situation. The 
clearing house will meet again today, 
when it will be decided how long the 
banks shall remain closed. 
The public waited vainly all day for 
the proclamation promised by President 
Carbajal explaining the proposed pla: 
for peaceful transfer of the Governmen 
to the Constitutionalists. 
Both houses of Congress met. in the 
afternoon. In the lower house the 
Speaker, addressing the members, said 
it had come to his notice unofficially 
that President Carbajal had decided to 
abandon his post and transfer power 
temporarily to the Governor of the Fed- 
eral district, who would hold the post of 
executive until the Constitutionalist 
army was able to enter the capital. The 
Speaker said in his opinion Congress 
should dissolve and he called for a 
motion to that effect. 


Rebels Surround City, 

Several Deputies maintained that the 
President should appear personally be- 
fore Congress, declare his intentions and 
resign. The ensuing debate brought 
about a compromise, in which it was de- 
cided to appoint a committee to call 
on the President and learn his inten- 
tions. 
Word has reached the capital that the 
city is virtually surrounded by Constitu- 
tionalists and the men of Emilano Za- 
pata, disposed as follows: 

Gen. Obregon, 9,000 men at El Selto; 
Gen. Nicholas Flores, 7000 men at Pa- 
chuca; Gen. Julio Madero, 4000 men near 
Tulancingo; Gen. Esteban Marquez, 5000 
men at Tulancingo, and Fufemio Za- 
pata, 9000 men at Milpalata.

WARTOCUTULS. 
RECEIPTS: STAMP 
TAX IN PROSPECT 


Estimated That Yearly Falling 
Off of $100,000,000 in Cus- 
toms Receipts Will Have to 

Be Met. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—With pros- 
pects that the European. conflict will be 
Prolonged and that as a result imports 
to the United States will be greatly re- 
duced for years to come, legislative 
leaders are giving consideration to the 
question of raising revenue in order to 
offset the deficiency in customs re- 
ceipts which must follow. 

Representative Oscar W. Underwood, 
House majority leader, admits that the 
falling off in Government income will 
be such that Congress must begin to 
think of some other means of bringing 
money into the treasury. Some emer - 
gency measure must be enacted in order 
to raise the necessary revenue. 

Although Mr. Underwood says no def. 
nite plan has been considered as yet, it 
is believed that the stamp tax will be 
imposed similar to the one which was in 
effect during the Spanish-America,) 
War, when whisky, beer and tobacco, as 
well as checks, mortgages and other 
legal documents, were penalized. 

“There is no immediate need of pass 
ing an emergency taxation bill, said 
Underwood today, because there is 
good surplus in the treasury now, but 
before the session ends it practically 1s 
certain we will have to put throug! 
some sort of an act.“ 

The majority leader called attention te 
the old law permitting the sale of Pana- 
ma Canal bonds. While about $250,000,000 
in revenue could be raised in this man- 
ner, it is believed that a war tax’’ 
is preferred by those in charge of the 
finances of the Government. 

Estimates by officials of the Treasury 
Department place the amount that woulu 
have to be raised on account of the fall- 
ing off in our European imports a: 
$100,000,000 a year.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—To date the 
New York customs receipts have kept up 
to nearly normal, notwithstanding th: 
war. This, it was explained at the cus- 
toms house, is because the withdrawal 
from warehouses has increased as the 
arriva! of cargoes has fallen off. 

There are now in bonded warehouses 
here $64,000,000 worth of goods. Duty on 
these is not paid until they are with- 
drawn.

$336,112. As the entire receipts for the 
day amounted to $438,722, all that was 
collected on cargoes was $82,610.

THREE NEW BANK LAW 
BILLS, DUE TO THE WAR 


One Would Recognize Ware- 
house Receipts as Paper Upon 


Which Currency Can Be Issued. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. h. — Three 
amendments to the bank law prompted 
by the European war were introduced 
today in the Senate. They would rec- 
ognize cotton and, other staple ware- 
houses’. .receipts as commercial paper 
upon which currency could be issued 
up to 78 per cent of their values; would 
increase the limit from 30 per cent to 75 
per cent of currency to be issued on 
commercial paper, and more fully de- 
fine the status of State banks and fully 
empower them, if they join the Fed- 
eral reserve system, to issue extra cur- 
rency. 1172 
Senator Hoke Smit introduced a joint 
resolution to empower the Secretary of 
the Treasury to fix the issue of cur- 
rency by the banks in the cotton states 
at one-half, the Amount to “which they 
are. entitled under the currency act and 
the other half in currency. direct to 
holders of cotton warehouse receipts.

ROME, Ga., Aug. 11.— Simplicity will 
mark the funeral of Mrs. Woodrow Wil- 
son here today as it did in the services 
in Washington yesterday. In deference 
to the wishes of the President, the exer- 
cises here will be brief also. There will 
be a 46-minute service at the First Pres- 
byterian Church, where Mrs. Wilson's 
father, the Rev. Dr. Edward S. Axson, 


was pastor for 17 years, and an even 
shorter ceremony at Myrtle Hill Ceme- 
tery. 

Rome, the girlhood home of Mrs. Wil- 
son, today awaited in somber attire the 
arrival of the funeral train from Wash- 
ington. Buildings in the business dis- 
trict and many residence sections were 
draped in black. Traffic was closed 
early on the streets through which the 
procession was to pass from the railway 
station to the church and from the 
church to the cemetery. Special police- 
men and National Guardsmen patrolled 
the quiet streets. 

Favorite Hymns to Be Sung. 

Because of the limited capacity of the 
church only members of the famil? and 
close friends have been invited to be 
present. On arrival of the funeral train 
at 2:30 p. m. it was planned to piace the 
casket in a waiting hearse and the fu- 
neral party was to go at once to the 
church, where a simple service will be 
held. Two of the old hymns which were 
Mrs. Wilson’s favorites as a girl. will be 
sung. The Rev. Sylvester Beach of 
Princeton, N. J., and the local pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. G. G. Snyder, are to con- 
duct the ceremonies.

Loans Are Made at 6 and 8 
Per Cent; Outlook Is 
Clouded.

NEW YORK, Aug. II. The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review. 
today says 

“A sharp downward reaction in today’s 
Wheat market, and at the present mo- 
ment, wheat prices rise or fall in re- 
sponse to influences which would have 
made the stock market rise or fall, re- 
flected an obstacle, probably temporary, 
encountered in the effort to readjust 
foreign exchange. The situation was 
obscure, and even our own banking com- 
munity was not wholly clear in mind 
about it. 

“On the face of things, the difficulty 
seemed to be that our wheat exporters 
were insisting, properly enough, on such 
provision for payment before clearing 
their consignment, while London bankers 
were insisting that American exchange 
liabilities maturing at London be some- 
how ‘covered’ before drafts against our 
grain exports will be honored. 

Lombard street has suggested depos- 
its of gold in Canada by our bankers, 

ainst which London can draw to meet 
our maturing foreign obligations; but 
the wheat exporter here replies that he 
does not see how this will guarantee 
him. The merits of this dispute are dit - 
ficult to determine, in the absence of 
accurate knowledge of the balance of 
debits and credits as between New York 
and London, and in the presence of the 
London ‘moratorium.’ 

The Transvaal Gold. 


Not the least interesting problem in 
the matter of London's gold reserve, is 
the question of getting the $15,000,000 
monthly ou put of the Transvaal safe 
to London. hat is a long ocean passage 
to guard, so long as hostile warships 
are on the ocean. We have witnessed, 
during the two past eventful weeks, 
many quite incredible lapses into primi- 
tive conditions of international finance 
and commerce. Now we have at least 
the conceivable recrudescence of the ex- 
ploits of Sir Francis Drake in the 
Spanish Main. 

“There was in some respect a freer 
market for exchange on London, al- 
though the rates charged were prohib- 
itive, except for remittances which were 
absolutely required. The volume of 
business done was small and in many 
cases where exchange on London was 
offered the bankers would not take the 
bills without first communicating with 
their London agent. 

“The whole situation was governed 
by the tie-up in exchange, and the in- 
ability of bankers to secure sufficient 
credits in Europe to make it possible 
for them to draw at all heavily on their 
toreign correspondents. Not the least 
point of contention was the question 
of war risk insurance, which the British 
Government has not provided for, ex- 
cept in a very limited way. 

“Grain shippers have a great deal at 
stake, and although the foreign ex- 
change bankers are anxious to relieve 
the situation in what way they can, the 
negotiations of the day showed clearly 
that a comprehensive system of war 
risk protection must be provided, in or- 
der to make possible any free move vent 
of wheat or other staples which enter 
largely in our export trade.

100 Definite 2 Formulated to 
Aid Shippers; Corn Is 
Weak. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 11—Wheat prices 
broke quickly today under a rush of 
selling on the part of the commission 
houses. The fact that no immediate out- 
let could be seen for exports made buy- 
ing power rather limited, and had a 
tendency to direct attention chiefly to 
the prospect of supplies accumulating to 
a temporarily burdensome extent, not 
only at the seaboard, but aiso at in- 


terior terminals. Besides, Liverpool dis- 
patches said that local crops were suf- 
ficient for present needs. After opening 
N to te lower, prices here suffered 
further decline. 

Rains eased the corn market. Offer- 
ings of reserves from country sources 
led also to bearish feeling. The o ning, 
which ranged from Ie off to e ad- 
vance, was followed by a decided set- 
back all around. 

Oats sagged with other grain. At the 
decline, however, there was considerable 
buying on reating orders. 

wer prices for hogs carried down 
provisione. First sales were l5c to Ne 
elow last night, with pork showing the 
only decided subsequent rally. 

Assertions that seaboard exporters 
had resold considerable quantities of 
wheat to Chicago handlers prevented 
any .important rally. The close was 
weak at 2½ to 2½e net decline.

“So far as the money market was 
concerned, the situation was relatively 
comfortable. There was a good demand 
for money from out-of-town bangs, and 
institutions in the cotton belt had to 
be accommodated with large advances.

6 per cent to their own customers for 
call money, but outsiders had to pay 8 
per cent in many instances. This ac- 
tion was explained by the fact that 
banks in cities where Clearing house 
certificates carry a 7 or 8 per cent rate, 
would eall loans in this market if they 
could not get a flat 8 per cent rate 
for the money here. There have been 
instances where sc me eut-of-town 
banks have threatened to withdraw 
large sums if the borrowers here did 
not agree to this advance. 

“There was no difficulty experienced 
by legitimate borro vors in getting what 
money they needed, and most of the 
money that was loaned in mercantile 
quarters was put out at 6 per cent. 
Many of the banks which received ad- 
vices from out-of-town clients asking 
them to sell bonds and other securities 
declined to enter into any such agree- 
ment. 

“Most of the replies stated that there 
was no market for securities here, and 
that the banks did not think it wise to 
try to find a market for either bonds 
or. short term notes, under such -ondil- 
tions as prevailed today. There was 
no buying of commercial paper to speak 
of, and in most cases where merchants 
required accommodation it was secured 
generally through application to their 
own banks.’
